From the Mailbag: “I’m confused about i 
the difference between a CD and all those 
other types of savings accounts. Is there any 
real difference?" 

Mark Twain said that the difference bet¬ 
ween the right word and the almost right word 
is the difference between the lightning and the 
lightning bug. Same with accounts — especial¬ 
ly CDs. The giKid, old-fashioned passtumk 
account usually pays annually, for which 
you gel a little book listing all deposits, with¬ 
drawals and interest earned. You can gel at the 
money anytime or add to it anytime. That s 
nice, considering that the 5 '/j% barely keeps up 
with our current low inflation rate, plus Unde 
gels a slice corresponding to your tax bracket. 

CD means Certificate of Deposit. You pick 
a certain term — say one year — and the money 
you put in is frozen for that lime. No de¬ 
posits, no withdrawals. At the end you gel 
the principal amount plus the set interest rale 
specified up front. You gel reassured that the 
rale won’l change — nice if rales drop during 
Ihe year, nol so nice if inleresi rales jump. 

If you musi gel ai ihe money, you pay a 
severe penally —— some places charge 25*Vo of 
ihe inleresi earned. For example, il you musi 
break a one-year CD ai 10 monihs, you lor- 
fcii 3 monihs’ inleresi. 

CDs offer safely. Many olher invesimeni 
insirunicnis also offer safely al beiicr rales of 
reiurn wiihoul such polenlially hobbling penal- 
lies.

How can you tell if this year’s birds are 
the same old friends from other seasons or 
years? It’s nol easy. Few birds have identifying 
differences in plumage. Behavior, however, 
might give you a clue. 

Banding birds is the only sure way to tell 
one individual Irom another. That doesn l 
mean that just anybody can rush out and 
capture a bird to put a band on its leg. 
Bird-banders have to be well-trained and must 
be licensed by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. It’s a delicate business to catch a bird. 


without harming il or bandly frightening it 
and to slip a small, uniquely-numbered alu¬ 
minum band on its leg. 

Often birds are trapped in a special “mist 
net” — again, only with the permission of the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. Such nets are 
stretched along travel routes in birds’ special 
habitats. Nets differ in size (usually 6 to 8 feet 
high and 40-feet wide) and color, depending 
on the type of habitat and the topography 
of the banding site. 

Birdbanding is more than a hobby, of 
course. It’s a scientific endeavor that serves a 
vital purpose: learning how birds age, where 
they go and what their social structure is. 
Tracking and counting birds has helped pin¬ 
point two major problems of our diminishing 
bird population: (1) the rapid destruction of 
the rain forests of Central and South America 
(wintering habitats of many song birds); and 
(2) problems — perhaps caused by acid rain — 
on the northern breeding grounds of many of 
the same migrating birds.

The 
Slate Controller, who is 
also chairman of the Ca¬ 
lifornia Franchise Tax 
Board, noted that this 
year’s lax forms would 
be color coded and make 
use of new typefaces 
and larger type. 

The most nol cable 
changes have been made 
to the booklets for the 
540A, 540, 540NR and 
100 forms.

Spencer will be next year’s driver since he co¬ 
drove this year. 

A bit of trivia that made the float constuction 
interesting included flower facts, such as the use of 
5600 iris. 3500 roses, and 4.780,000 radish seeds 
that translate into 120 pounds of the seeds. There 
were also 10,900 carnations used, according to 
George Liskow. 

The lion did not look like a lion until Designer 
Marble came by and suggested adding more mane 
below the ears, Ginny Liskow noted. 

Marble said, “Lions don’t look like that,” and 
promptly changed the face of the beast. 

Bill Navarro worked II hours a day for six 
days straight to make sure the float would be on 
the road in time. Louise Corp was in charge of the 
signs that read “Sierra Madre Swimming Lesson,” 
which was somewhat a tongue-in-cheek remem¬ 
brance of when kids here went swimming in the 
mountain stream-fed pool up in the canyon years 
ago before the modern pool was built on the east 
side of Sierra Madre at the recreation center just 
south of the newly-constructed Rose Float building. 

Flowering of the swimming hole was super¬ 
vised by Judy rank who had never done any flower¬ 
ing before, Liskow reported. 

Liskow said that Tensie Benson made two red 
birds, the familier logo of all of Marble’s work, 
one for the front and one for the back. The birds 
were made of millet seed, Mercedes rose petals and 
white pom pom petals. 

The Liskows said that William Spencer, grand¬ 
son of Celeste and the late Norm Morrison, had 
one answer for everything, “No problem. The 
youth simply completed everything that was left 
undone, they said. 

Two of the animals on the float were named 
for actual Boat workers: Peter Possum after Peter 
Gonzales and George Alligator after George Lis¬ 
kow. When Liskow ran out of corn flowers for 
Peter Possum’s pants, they revised the design and 
added stripes of poinsettia petals which worked 
well. 

“No problem,” said “Spence.” 

When the Liskows came into Sierra Madre four 
year ago a week before Christmas, they read in the 
Sierra Madre News that the Rose Float' Asso¬ 
ciation needed volunteers, so they decided to go 
down and help with the decoration. That was the 
beginning of their active participation in the float. 

Ginny said, “1 spent three years doing some¬ 
thing 1 really enjoyed. Working on the Rose Float 
is like eating peanuts — once you get started, it’s 
habit forming.” She added, “It takes a long time 

, to wina prize.” •- ' ^

houses or second dwelling units or rental units to 
obtain a Conditional Use Permit (C.U.P.). 

If the rental unit, second dwelling or guest 
house is in existence and established prior to 1959, 
it is possible to obtain a C.U.P. across the counter 
at city hall. 

Those established after 1959 must Tile for a 
C.U.P. with the Planning Commission. 

And any of those structures in the future must 
file with the Planning Commission, also. 

A C.U.P., however it is issued, expires under 
the following conditions, McRea explains: if the 
property is sold or transferred. 

When property is sold, the C.U.P. is lost. 

Ten years down the line, property owners will 
lose their C.U.P. 

If the property is not the principal place of 
residence for at least six months, the C.U.P. is 
also lost. 

For those prior to 1959, owners may ^ply to 
the Planning Commission for reinstatement of the 
C.U.P. If they sell their property of leave for six 
months, no more rental is allowed. However, they 
can apply for reinstatement and go through the pub¬ 
lic hearing process. 

McRea explains that this “protects the concerns 
of the people who say we’re devaluing their pro¬ 
perty. They must disclose to the owner'the status 
and must file. If the C.U.P. is not granted, they 
may argue devaluation of property. It provides for 
the preexisting nonconforming rental to continue in 
perpetuity with the review of the Planning Com¬ 
mission or the C.U.P. any time any of the above 
conditions occur.” 

Concerning movie permits, McRea explains that

c and responsibility of the permit system.
